53 MILL RATE 


NOW POSSIBLE 
MAYOR STATES 


Fifty-three mill rate for 1936 
would be justified in the face of 
Edmonton's financial position, 
Mayor Jos. A. Clarke, K.C., de- 
clared Wednesday when ques- 
tioned as to when city council 
weuld likely strike the mill rate. 
He gave it as his opinion the rate 
would be somewhere “between 
50 and 55, and most likely at 53.” 
Before council could definitely 
set the figure, the provincial legi- 
slature would have to indicate its 
approval of the city’s proposed 
charter amendments providing for 
postponement of a $250,000 sinking 
fund payment this year and the 
capitalization of the $140,000 de- 
ficit occurring in the city’s fin- 

ancial operations last year, the 
mayor stated. 

Opinion of several representative 
taxpayers who had communicated 
with him was that a 53 mill rate 
would be justified in view of pre- 
vailing economic conditions, Mayor 
Clarke said. While he agreed with 
proponents of a 50-mill figure, he 
nevertheless believed that it would 
cut the 
rate to a point where it would not 
cover obligations which the city is 
forced to meet.

IS EXPLAINED

attacking codes as a means to fix 
prices. 


MINIMUM PRICES | 

Article Five dealing with prices,| 
may not fix them; but, it proposes 
to set minimum prices. 

Article Six is framed to control 
newspaper advertising, among 
many other things. 

While only five delegates with- 
held their approval from the mo- 
tion expressing confidence in the 
Master Code, dissension on the con- 
vention floor was bitter as various 
code clauses came under discussion. 

Before laying the Master Code 
open for dissection by the delegates

BEFORE COUNCIL

real. Mayor Clarke said the com- 
munication would be dealt with by 
city council at a special meeting 
Thursday and that he would pro- 
pose sending two aldermen as Ed- 
monton representatives. 

Asked why he did not plan to 
attend the gathering himself, the 
mayor stated there was lack of co- 
operation between municipal dele- 
gates from northern and southern 
Alberta at the 1935 meeting “and I 
believe there would be more har- 
mony if two aldermen were sent.”

Must Have Equitable Dis-, 
tribution of Burden John 


Blue Says 

That the first thing necessary is| 
@ clear definition of the fields of' 
taxation, dominion, provincial and 
municipal, determined by com- 
petent authorities and not by the 
politicians if it is intended to have 
an equitable distribution of the 
burdens of taxation, is the consid- 
ered opinion of John Blue, manager 
secretary of the Edmonton Cham- 
ber of Commerce who addressed 
the Gyro Club Tuesday at the Mac- 
donald hotel on “Taxation without 
limitation.” 

“Once the ficld of taxation is 
properly defined by men who are 
authorities the property owner will 
cease to pay 90 per cent of taxa- 
tion. An equitable distribution .of 
the cost of social services, education 
and health services must be 
brought about. And a central sup- 
ervising body should be appointed 
to keep assessments in proper 
balance, 


PROPER ADJUSTMENT 


“After all that is done we are the 
people who are responsible and it 
is only by the vigilance and de- 
mands of the taxpayer that a proper 
adjustment can be brought about 
and maintained. 

“The time has come when the 
taxpaying businessman in Edmon- 
without Imitation,” Mr’. Blue said. 
without limitation, Mr. Blue said, 

“The taxation of real property 
in Alberta particularly in urban 
centres has reached the point of 
confiscation. We are taxed for all 
manner of government expense in- | 
cluding such things as social ser- 
vices, unemployment education and 
health services and it is the pro- 
perty owner who has to pay. I 
know of one businessman in this| 
city who is renting his building for | 


$300 a month and pays out $7,200/ 
a year in taxes. 
FEDERAL MATTER. 

“Take the question of unemploy- 
ment. It is a federal matter and 
should be treated as a federal gov- 
ernment responsibility. Why the 
citizens of Edmonton, the property 
holding citizens, should have to pay 
the cost of supporting every unem- 
ployed man and his family who de- 
cides this is a nice city to drift to, 
is difficult to understand. I say 
the federal government are clearly 
the ones with whom the responsi- 
bility should rest. 

“Education is something which 
we have to give to the young peo- 
ple because there is a law de- 
manding it.

Of Opposition to Have 
Experts Express Views 


The whole solid voting strength 
of the Social Credit government 
was called on in the Legislature 
on Tuesday afternoon against al- 
lowing the members of the Leg- 
islature to have the benefit of 
hearing Major C. H. Douglas and 
R. J. Magor, the two experts en- 
gaged as reconstruction and fin 
ancial advisers. ’ 

By a vote of 55 to 7 the govern- 
ment downed the efforts of the op- 
position to hear the two costly ex- 
perts before dealing with the So- 
cial Credit issue—the same vote as 
an hour before they had voted 
against sllowing the members of 
the legislature to procure the names 
and addresses of the secretary- 
treasurers of all school districts in 
the province. 


PREMIER LEADS FORCES 
Premier William Aberhart led the 

Social Credit forces in both ruc- 

cessful oppositions, hinting that he 


was suspicious of both resolutions 
as they had come from the’ Op- 
Position side. 

One Social Credit member, Dep- 
uty-Speaker Maynard, offered the 
novel argument that as the two fin- 
ancial experts were engaged by the 
government and not by the legis- 
sature that the government alone 
was entitled to learn what advice 
they have to offer. 


In moving the resolution asking 
that Messrs, Douglas and Magor be 
asked to appear before the assemb- 
ly to give the members the benefit 
of their views on the future fin- 
ancial policy of Alberta, and that 
the house adjourn to a future date 
at the close of the regular busi- 
ness, if necessary to accommodate 
the two experts, W. R. Howson, 
K.C., Alberta Liberal leader, said: 


IMPORTANT QUESTION 
“There is no question more im- 
portant before this house than that | 


adopted. The two eminent experts 
are being paid by the taxpayers 
and as representatives of the peo- 
ple it is most desirable that we 
should have the benefit of their 
advice. 

“No subject is more in the minds 
of the people than monetary re- 
form. The entire Social Credit side 
of the house was elected on a pro- 
gram of monetary reform, and there 
is no better way for this house to 
become acquainted with what ad- 
vice they have to offer than to 
bring Major Douglas and Mr. Magor 
here, for the members to hear. 


WOULD GREATLY HELP 

“Major Douglas appeared before 
this legislature two years ago and 
outlined the general principles of | 
Social Credit which led to his 
appointment as reconstruction ad- 
viser, But at that time he had not 
studied the Alberta situation and 
was not able to advise the members 
on our particular problems.

BENNETT NOT ANXIOUS 

During this time the Conserva- 
tives had taken very good care not 
to arrive at any agreement with 
the United States. Mr. King frank- 
ly and freely admitted that the 
present treaty had utilized the ne- 
gotiations carried on while Mr.

THE MAN ON THE SPOT 

The Provincial Treasurer has been adding 
up his troubles and finds he would need 
$21,280,000 next year—over and above running 
expenses—to pay his debts. It is a safe guess 
that he doesn’t expect to pay them. 

Of this imposing sum, $16,880,000 is due to 
the Dominion, on account of advances made. 
The balance is made up of two bond issues, 
totalling $4,450,000, and treasury bills for 

$468,750. 

In addition, $7,000,000 have been borrowed 
by issuing “demand” savings certificates, which 
have been converted into forced loans by sus- 
pending the right of payment on demand. These 
certificates will have to be “thawed out” some 
way. 

All told, the Minister has a refinancing pro- 
gram in sight amounting to nearly $29,000,000. 
And there is only one place in sight where the 
refinancing can be done, the federal treasury. 

That helps to expiain why Ottawa wants to 
set up a Loan Council, and why the provincial 
Ministers seem to think it is a reasonable pro- 
posal. Major Douglas does not like the idea, 
but he is on the other side of the Atlantic and 
doesn’t have to find the money. The Provincial 
Treasurer is the man who has to face the music. 


RUSSIA GETTING UP STEAM 

Moscow announces that medals have been 
presented to hundreds of milk maids, for per- 
suading the temperamental bossies to give more 
milk; to poultrymen who coax a hen into laying 
165 eggs in a year; to pig-raisers who induce 
mother pigs to produce large families, and to 
cattle and horse breeders who perform similar 
feats of magic. 

No curtailment nonsense in that program. 
Canadian farmers may be scolded for producing 
so much, United States farmers paid to produce 
less; Russia is putting the emphasis on more 
production, and presenting highly prized Lenin 
medals to those who respond. 

At present this is of only casual interest to 
Canadian readers, because Russia needs these 
larger supplies for home consumption. But 
production impetus, once started, does not stop, 
and one of these days Russian farm products 
+ will be flowing into world markets, to compete 
with our own. Then the country that has the 
momentum of large scale production will win 
out. 

Curtailment is only another word for sur- 
render; surrender to monetary superstition at 
home and competition abroad. Canada needs 
to speed up wealth production and the machin- 
ery for wealth production, not to restrict the 
one and slow down the other. 


GOING TO PIECES 

Nobody having offered to buy what is left 
of the provincial telephone system at an attrac- 
tive price, the Government will continue to sell 
the rural lines piecemeal to local “mutual” com- 
panies. This information was given to the 
legislature by Hon, W. A. Fallow, Minister of 
public works, 


There are now 523 of these mutual com- 
panies, and they have taken over most of the 
rural system that had any chance of becoming 
self-supporting. The book value of the property 
turned over to them was $4,693,000, but they got 
it for $193,000. As a result “the rural system 
has little of value left.” 

Quite evidently the past and present Gov- 
ernments were and are in agreement that the 
rural lines ave assets they can afford to get rid 
of at almost any price. In fact any mutual com- 
pany now buying a section of the rural system 
is presented with ten miles of “goose pasture” 
line for nothing, on condition that it is to be 
torn down, 

The Minister cites the curious fact that since 
the system has been split up and taken over by 
mutual companies “the number of subscribers 
has doubled.” Local operation is apparently 
more popular than Government management 


Perhaps it is that the local companies, freed 
of the dead weight of hopelessly unprofitable 
lines, can offer better terms or better service 
to their subscribers,

In fairness to himself, and not less to the 
taxpayers, the Major should have been urged 
to get on the ground long ago. 


WHO GETS THE FEDERAL 
MONEY? 


The “tentative budget” which was published 
a few days ago may be supposed to indicate 
the lines on which the real budget is being 
drawn, for presentation to the legislature per- 
haps during the present week. 

It should interest the city council, and other 
municipal councils, to note that this tentative 
budget proposes a reduction of provincial grants 
in aid of schools amounting to $150,000 for the 
year, and a slash in hospital grants amounting 
to $50,000. 

A few weeks ago the Dominion Government 
increased its contribution of relief money to 
the province by seventy five per cent—on 
condition that the extra money should be passed 
along to the municipalities. Edmonton's grant 
was increased 26 per cent for the four months 
December to March in consequence, and Cal- 
gary’s grant 33 1-3 per cent. Other municipali- 
ties in proportion, it is to be supposed. 

The province is now proposing, if the tenta- 
tive budget means anything, to take back or 
hold back from the municipalities a part and a 
substantial part of this extra money the 
Dominion granted for the easement of the 
burden on their taxpayers. 

The city council, and municipal councils 
generally, might do a little figuring as to how 
much of this extra federal money they will have 
left after they have made up the amounts by 
which the province plans to reduce the school 
grants and the hospital grants.

How To Keep Well In 
Winter 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Winter remains our most unhealthful season, 
and many people are sick during the winter 
months from colds, sore throats, influenza, etc. 
However, I believe that winter would be just 
as healthful as any other time of year, providing 
that people learn how to follow the rules of 
right living, avoiding the 
common mistakes which low- 
er the health. In fact, I will 
go farther and say that pco- 
ple should actually fee] their 
best during the winter when 
the cold season arrives to 
stimulate and  exhilarate 
them. It is well known that 
those people living in the 
cold northern countries are 
among the most vigorous in 
the world. Because cold 
makes people energetic, much of the serious 
work which is accomplished is done during the 
winter. 

Some of the ordinary winter dangers are 
infections of the breathing passages, acidosis, 
constipation, over eating, over heating of homes, 
dressing too warmly, lack of outdoor exercise, 
and breathing air which is too dry. 

I am going to outline some rules for health- 
ful living for you to follow, which, if faithfully 
observed, should protect your health in every 
way. 

1, The most important item to watch is your 
diet. The cold weather sharpens the appetite 
and leads to over consumption of the starches 
and sugars while a scarcity of fresh vegetables 
makes it more difficult to serve balanced meals. 
A good winter diet would be one similar to that 
suggested in this newspaper every Friday. 
Foods which should be supplied are meat, 
variety of vegetables (including the canned 
ones and also the root vegetables such as car- 
rots, beets, turnips, rutabaga, etc.), dried fruits 
and canned fruits, and a moderate amount of 
starch. Vitamin C wili be supplied by using 
oranges, grapefruit or canned tomatoes. Ice 
cream should be considered an excellent winter 
food, as it is a fuel food. 

2. Dress just warmly enough to remain com- 
fortable, but not enough to perspire. Add a 
sweater indoors if needed. 

3. Exercise every day, out of doors if pos- 
sible. Brisk, active exercise helps to build 
health at any season. 

4. Keep the home or office warm but not 
over-heated. 

5. Learn something about humidity in rela- 
tion to health. Humidity simply means the 
amount of moisture in the air. Many people 
keep the air at home too dry; in fact, it is almost 
as dry as that of the desert. 

6. Obtain sufficient sleep. 
dispuse you to a cold, 

7. Secure all of the winter sunshine possible. 
If you use a sun lamp, follow the advice given 
regarding the length of time of exposure. 

8. When you feel tired and enervated, avoid 
crowds. Disease spreads most quickly during 
the winter because people are crowded together 
indoors. 

Follow the above rules and I am sure that 
you will keep well during the remainder of the 
winter and you will do your best work when 
the weather is at its worst. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mrs. D. S. N. writes: “I am 
puzzled to know what to do about my baby who 
is in good health, breast-fed, and seems to have 
considerable colic?” 

ANSWER: The colic which occurs in young 
babies is commonly due to the air which is 
swallowed with the feedings, or to stom:+ch gas. 
It is easy to demonstrate the presence of the 
gas by examining the infant with the fluoro- 
scope and during the examination the bubble 
of gas will look about like a small balloon. 
When the baby is kept lying on the back, the 
escape of the gas from the stomach by way of 
the tube through waich food is swallowed, will 
be prevented. The gas or air then passes into 
the small intestine where it causes distention 
and the symptom known as colic. It is some- 
times possible to avoid colic in young babies 
by placing the infant in a position where he is 
lying on his stomach, In this position it is 
easier for the gas or air to be belched up, I 
therefore suggest that you try placing the baby 
so that he lies with the abdomen down. If the 
colic continues, then probably there is something 
in your diet which keeps the breast-milk from 
agreeing with the baby and either you should 
follow a more careful diet, or the baby should 
be fed artificially. 1 believe you will under- 
stand that it is hard for me to give you definite 
advice without examining the infant and with- 
out knowing whether the colic is severe or 
slight.

DEBT ADJUSTMENT 

Editor Bulletin: During the last 
two years there has been a 
general propaganda generated by 
politicians representing financiers 
and loan companies against “The 
Debt Adjustment Act’. Recently 
The Calgary Herald wrote an

In the year 
1931 (two years after the depres- 
sion, mark you), the benefit of 
the Act was extended to all far- 
mers who were not able to meet 
their debt obligations throughout 
the province.

« According to that .amous Roman 
naturalist, Pliny, the first soap 
known to man was made of goat's 
tallow and causticized wood ashes. 
Obviously, this primitive soap was 
a very crude product. But its 
actual inception shows that, even 
in that far-distant era, the need for 
a perfect skin cleanser was pop- 
ularly felt. Women desired cleanli- 
ness and beauty in those days just 
as much as they do today. So they 
did the best they could to concoct 
an effective skin cleanser. 

Science has progressed ereatly | 
since that time. And today there 
are many really good beauty soaps 
on the market. Yet some women 
say that they cannot use soap for 
face cleansing because it tends to 
make their skin harsh, dry and 
rough. I contend that is because 
they don’t know enough about 
proper face washing. 

Some women really have falla- 
cious ideas on the subject of proper 
face washing. And these ideas often 
keep them from achieving skin per- 
fection. The cleansing agents used, 
for instance, are most important. 
Only soft, tepid water should ever 
be used for washing the face. And 
be sure that the soap used is a 
pure, bland product. If you use a 
strong, harsh soap with an gxcess 
of alkali in it, it will remove too 
much of the natural ojl from your 
skin and make it dry, rough and 
flaky, And such a skin is hardly 
a beauty asset. 


CLEANSING SENSITIVE 8KIN 

If you have the thin, sensitive 
type of skin that becomes chapped 
and rough easily, and feels drawn 
and taut after you wash it, you will 
find the lanolin cleansing method 
most helpful. In using this method, 
first apply a good, liquefying 
cleansing cream to your skin. Then 
remove the grease and grime with 
cleansing tissues, and smooth a 
thin coating of lanolin over your 
entire face. Permit this coating to 
remain on for a while. Then, us- 
ing a pure, bland soap and tepid 
water, wash your face while the 
lanolin is still on it. This procedure 
tends to counteract the drying ef- 
fects of the soap and water cleans- 
ing. In addition, it keeps the skin 
supple and elastic, gives it a 
smooth, velvety texture that is most 
alluring.

Claiming that the whole purpose 
Of the Codes as proposed by Hon. 
FE. C. Manning is to so raise prices 
@s to enable the government to tax 
the merchant on his excess profits 
and so pay Social Credit dividends, 
F. S. Wright, manager of the Ed- 
monton Tax Research Bureau to- 


day challenged the minister to pro- 
duce the government's proposed 
code. 

“Mr, Manning stated on Tuesday 
that the digest of the code now 
being considered by the Retail 
Merchants’ Association at the Mac- 
donald is not the ‘Master Code’ as 
proposed by the government,” said 
Mr. Wright. “In that case will the 
minister kindly acquaint both the 
public and perhaps his advisory 
committee what is the ‘Master 
Code’ and what regulations and re- 
Strictions upon business the same 
contains? 


CAN'T BE JUSTIFIED 


“If, as he says, the interests of the 
consumer shall be paramount, how 
can he justify the present sessions 
of the Retail Merchants’ Associa- 
tion convention which according to 
their draft and statements made, 
plainly will 
cost of the consumer who will have 
to pay higher prices?” 


CONSUMER WILL PAY 


Wr. Mright also held that in the 
interests of the public generally 
Mr. Manning should produce the 
government's code if it conflicted in 


any way at all with the Retail Mer- 1 


chants’ code. 

“In any case the minister is per- 
haps aware, or ‘at any rate should 
be aware, of the fact that N.R.A. of 
which the present Alberta code is 
an imitation was declared illegal 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. He must also be aware of 
the fact that: the Dominion Com- 
bines Act applies to any form of 
restraint of trade, even such a form 
as a provincial government might 
bring in.” 

Mr. Wright them made the charge 
that the whole object of the pro- 
posed codes was to provide the 
money for the Social Credit divi- 
dend by increased taxation. 

“What difference can it make 
to the consumer if he does get a 
$25 a month dividend § and is 
soaked higher prices for the ne- 
cessities of life?” he asked. “The 
upshot will be that with costs of 
administration and other charges 
he will be lucky if his $25 a 
month dividend doesn't cost him 
$50 a month or more.”

Production Figures Are 


Up — Industry 
Expands 


Alberta coal production in 
was valued at $12,440,616.53, accord- 
ing to information made available 
on Wednesday by Hon. C. C. Ross, 
minister of lands and mines, 

The production totalled 4,748,848 
tons, an increase of 34,064 tons over 
the production of 
year, Over and above this figure, 
3,036 tons were produced by farm- 
ers under permit, for their own use, 
this amount not being included in 
the total production figures. 

Coke production is also on the in- 
crease, according to the Minister's 
figures. Production is confined to 


the Crow's Nest Pass, for use at the | 


Trail smelter. Efforts are being 
made to produc coke for domestic 
purposes, but these have not yet 
passed beyond the experimental 
stage. 

During 1935 coal sold for Alberta 
consumption totalled 1,087,898 tons. 

The amount sold to other pro- 
vinces and the North West Terri- 
tories amounted to 1,561,387 tons. 
There were 13,739 tons shipped to 
the United States and 1,687,000 tons 
sold to railway companies. The rest 


was used for making coke, firing | 


boilers at mines and other activi- 
ties.
